President says students must 
Stand back of new move- 
ment one hundred per cent 


The honor system for examinations 
is “all right if it works’’, is the opin- 
ion of President Hammond. It de- 
pends largely upon the attitude taken 
by the student body as a whole. “It 
is feasable,”” Mr. Hammond said, “if 
the students are behind it 100 per- 
cent.” 

If adopted, the honor system will 

be adopted by the students them- 
selves, not by the faculty. Penalties 
will also be meted out by the stu- 
dent committee, with the backing of 
Hammond. 
: Just how it will be carried out is 
not definitely settled as yet, but it is 
rumored that petitions will be cir- 
culated among the. stulents then} 
selves and when approximately all 
students have signed, the system will 
go into effect. It will be retained as 
long as its success warrants its main- 
tainance.

He 
quoted the saying, “Student friend- 
ships are greater than treaties.,, On 
the campus of the University of 
Southern California, there is a cos- 


mopolitan club with about 60 nations 
represented. The one charge that they 
make against the American students 
is that they are not willing to meet 
the foreign students half way. 
“Japanese students in America 
have adopted the American ideals,” 
he said. “Their education has enabled 
them to rise to American standard.” 
The real problem of the Japanese 
second generation in this country is 
in finding their status in society, he 
declared. They have broken their ties 
with their mother country and as yet 
they have not been admitted to un- 


‘bregrudged American citizenship.
